Scheme  to  regulate  the  Marketing  of  Jams, 
Jellies,  and  Marmalades. 

1.  This  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the  “  B.C.  Jam 
Marketing  Scheme.” 

2.  In  this  scheme,  unless  the  context  indicates 
otherwise : — 

(a.)  “Act”  means  the  “Natural  Products  Mar¬ 
keting  (British  Columbia)  Act,”  chapter 
38.  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934  : 

(6.)  “Dominion  Scheme”  means  tlie  “Canada 
Jam  Marketing  Scheme  ”  approved  by  the 
Governor-General  in  Council  on  the  Gtli  day 
of  April,  1935  : 

(c.)  “Manufacturer  ”  means  any  person  oper¬ 
ating  a  factory  in  British  Columbia  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  regulated  product : 

( d .)  “Marketing  Board”  and  “Board,”  except 
where  immediately  preceded  by  the  word 
“  Provincial,”  means  the  Board  authorized 
to  administer  this  scheme : 

(e.)  “Marketing”  includes  buying,  selling,  ship¬ 
ping  for  sale  or  storage,  and  offering  for 
sale : 

(/.)  “Person”  includes  any  partnership  or  cor¬ 
poration  : 

(g.)  “Provincial  Board”  means  the  Board  con¬ 
stituted  under  section  3  of  the  Act : 

(/;.)  “Regulated  product”  means  jams,  jellies, 
and  marmalades  of  every  kind  and  grade. 

3.  Wherever  the  masculine  or  singular  is  used  in 
this  scheme,  the  same  shall  be  construed  as  mean¬ 
ing  the  feminine  or  plural  if  the  context  so  requires. 

Purpose  and  Application. 

4.  The  purpose  of  this  scheme  is  to  provide  for 
the  regulation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provincial 
Board,  of  the  marketing  of  the  regulated  product 
and  to  supplement  the  Dominion  Scheme  in  so  far 
as  if  is  within  Provincial  jurisdiction  to  do  so. 

5.  The  scheme  shall  apply  to  every  person  who 
manufactures  or  markets  the  regulated  product  and 
to  every  kind  and  grade  thereof. 

Name  and  Constitution  of  the  Board. 

6.  The  Board  authorized  to  administer  the 
scheme  shall  be  named  the  “.Tam  Marketing  Board 
of  Canada,  and  it  shall  consist  of  the  persons  com¬ 
prising  from  time  to  time  the  Board  constituted 
under  the  Dominion  Scheme. 

7.  The  head  office  of  the  Board  shall  be  situated 
in  the  City  of  Toronto,  Province  of  Ontario,  and 
the  Board  shall  maintain  an  office  in  the  City  of 
Vancouver.  Province  of  British  Columbia. 
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8.  (a.)  Seven  members  of  the  Board  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum,  but  any  resolution  or  order  signed 
by  seven  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  equally 
binding  as  if  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
properly  called  and  properly  constituted. 

(b.)  At  meetings  of  the  Board  each  member 
present  shall  have  one  vote,  and  all  questions  for 
decision  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present :  Provided,  however,  that  if  manu¬ 
facturers  representing  at  least  GO  per  cent,  in  num¬ 
ber  and  controlling  at  least  51  per  cent,  of  the  total 
business  in  the  regulated  product  of  all  manufac¬ 
turers  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Board  within 
thirty  days  of  the  promulgation  of  any  order  or 
determination  of  the  Board  that  it  is  their  wish 
that  such  order  or  determination  shall  be  revoked, 
the  Board  shall  revoke  the  same  forthwith.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  clause,  the  Chairman  shall 
determine  the  quantity  of  business  controlled  by 
manufacturers'  by  reference  to  the  sales-tax  returns 
of  such  persons  for  the  preceding  year  duly  verified 
as  the  Chairman  shall  direct,  and  the  certificate  of 
the  Chairman  as  to  the  same  shall  be  final  and 
binding  for  all  purposes. 

In  the  case  of  a  tie  the  Chairman  shall  have  a 
casting-vote.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the 
members  present  shall  elect  a  Chairman  from 
among  their  number. 

(c. )  Fourteen  days’  notice  in  writing  of  every 
meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  given.

The  Board  shall  appoint  a  fit  and  proper 
person  to  act  as  auditor  to  the  Board,  who  shall  be 
a  chartered  accountant,  and  the  auditor  shall  make 
a  full  examination  and  audit  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expended  by  the  Board  in  each  year. 

( h. )  After  the  auditor  has  reported  thereon,  and 
in  any  event  within  three  months  of  the  close  of  the 
financial  year,  the  balance-sheet  and  income  and 
expenditure  accounts  of  the  Marketing  Board  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Provincial  Board,  and  such  reports 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  Market¬ 
ing  Board  as  to  the  operation  of  the  scheme  during 
the  preceding  year. 

(i.)  The  mailing  of  a  copy  of  any  order  or  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  Board  to  a  manufacturer  addressed 
to  him  at  the  address  given  by  him  to  the  Board 
shall  be  good  and  sufficient  notice  thereof  to  the 
manufacturer,  and  service  of  such  notice  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  effected  at  the  time  at  which  the 
letter  containing  the  copy  would  be  delivered  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  the  post.
